liness of the automobile increasing; 
or decreasing? 


This question seems to be answer- 


ed in a very conclusive manner by 
the Bureau of the Census, in mak- 
ing piAlic 
preliminary mortality 


statistics for the year 1914, 
which 


indicate that during the five years 
from 1909 to 1914 the number of nu- 
toiro'biles in use in the United St;it*"5 
increased more than twice as rapid- 
ly as the number of fatalities cause.1 
by them.

The Englishman's
